He denied that Soviet person- 
nel are fighting to Egypt. 

‘‘Soviet experts are now with 
us teaching our soldiers but not 
fighting with us, n he said. “They 
are not fighting,” he repeated. 

He said he returned from bis 
19-day stay in the Soviet Union 
last week "fully satisfied with 
the results of my talks there.” 

“Relations between us and 
the Soviet Union are as strong 
as ever,” he said. 

President Nasser said he had 
received “a threat and a warn- 
ing . from the United States 
that we should accept a cease- 
fire or else Israeli raids in 
depth would continue." He did 
not say when this warning was 
received. 

He then added: “When mod- 
ern Soviet weapons arrived in 
Egypt a fuss was made... and 
no American newspaper men- 
tioned that Israel has 72 mis- 
sile bases for defense.” 

“What does this mean? Does 
it mean we have no right to 
defend ourselves while Israel 
has such a right, and a right 
to attack us?" 

Earlier in his speech he said: 
"On certain days the enemy 
drops 3.000 tons of bomhs on 
us. equaling 1 million pounds 
sterling." 

The Egyptian president said: 
“We appreciate tire attitude of 
Prance as declared by Presi- 
dent Pompidou that Israel 
should withdraw and that 
Prance will not lift her arms 
embargo on Israel.” 

Re declared that “time is 
working in our favor.” adding 
that “Western public opinion 
lias begun to realize the justice 
of our cause and not to be de- 
ceived any more by Israeli 
propaganda." 

Unrest in I&rael 
Mr. Nr:e*er maintained that 
there is growing resentment in 
Israel against Israel's warlike 
policy. 

“It is clear from statements 
by Israeli leaders that they 
want to expand. When Gun- 
nar Jarring [the United Nations 
Middle East mediator] asked 
us questions, we answered 
them clearly, while to Israel 
they refused to answer his 
questions, saying they would 
answer them at a round table 
of peace talks with the Arabs, 
be continued. 

“The Israelis have thus far 
refused to mention the word 
withdrawal and there was 
strong opposition in Israel 
against former Premier Levi 
Eahkol when he said in a press 
interview he would withdraw 
from certain Arab lands." 

“This is the nature of the 
enemy that we should not for- 
get," he went on. 

President Nasser’s speech 
lasted more than two hours. 
He was addressing the govern- 
ment party's National Conven- 
tion on the anniversary of his 
1952 revolution. 

He told the convention that 
he had made a secret trip to 
the Soviet Union for four days 
last winter, from the end of 
January to February 2. Reports 
of this trip were denied at the 
time.

July 23.— There are no warning 
sirens in this battered, deserted, 

' once-Egyptian town, so the first 
indication, of. the raid came 
with another sound— the distant 
mutter of the unseen jets.

EEC Farm Export Subsidies 
Provoke U.S. Counter-Move

Washington. July 23 <nyt>. 

—The unitea States began today 
to strike back at the system of 
export subsidies of farm products 
used by the European Common 
Market. 

In addition, action Is expected 
to be taken soon on allegedly 
"dumped" Imports of Japanese 
television sets. 

Today’s action, by the Treasury 
Department, was the starting of a 
"countervailing duty” proceeding 
against subsidized Imports of 
barley and molasses from France. 

It will probably lead to an 
additional U.S. duty equal to the 
subsidy.

France to Expel 
Polish Diplomat 
Accused as Spy 

Paris, July 33 rReuters>.— 
French counterespionage agents 
caught a secretary at the Polish 
embassy here spying only eight 
days after he arrived In France, 
the Interior Ministry said today, 
asking immediate recall of the 
diplomat, Jan Kodak, a second 
secretary. 

It said that Mr. ROdak. who 
arrived In France on June 26, was 
caught in the act of spying on 
July 4. The ministry gave no 
details of where Mr. Kodak was 
alleged to have been spying. 

France's last espionage case in- 
volving foreign diplomats began 
last October, when six people were 
arrested and accused of spying for 
Romania. Three Romanian diplo- 
mats were later asked to leave 
the country. Among those arrest- 
ed were two employees of the 
French Foreign Ministry and a 
French counterespionage agent. 

In February, France's state 
security court sentenced a French- 
man to 15 years Imprisonment for 
treason after finding him guilty 
of passing information to Yugo- 
slavia while he was a French 
counter-intelligence agent 

Spain, Czechoslovakia 
To Restore Relations 

PARIS. July 23 fReuters'j.— 
Spain and Czechoslovakia agreed 
today to establish consular and 
trade relations, a Spanish Embassy’ 
official said here. 

The agreement was signed here 
by Antonio Garcia Lahlguera, di- 
rector-general of the Spanish For- 
eign Ministry's Consular Affairs 
Division, and his Czechoslovak 
counterpart. Badrlch Ulek.

Nonetheless, today's action was 
symbolic of a much tougher UjS. 
policy toward practices that the 
government considers unfair under 
global trading rules. Complaints 
over such practices were frequent 
during the recent trade hearings 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which wrote into its 
new trade bill provisions for tight- 
ening the administration of both 
the countervailing duty and anti- 
dumping sections of the law. 

[In Geneva, it was reported that 
UJS.-Britlsh- Japanese-EEC trade 
talks will open July 31, postponed 
from the beginning of the week 
at Washington's request because of 
trade discussions in Congress.] 

TV Debate 

The Japanese television set case 
has been pending for more than 
two years. The domestic industry 
charges that the price of TV sets 
for sale in the United States was 
far lower than the home market 
price, which Is normally defined 
as “dumping.” If the Treasury 
finds this case established, as it 
Is reported to have done, it would 
declare that the TV sets are being 
sold at “less than fair value.” 

Then the case would be referred 
to the Tariff Commission for a 
determination of whether the 
domestic industry has been in- 
jured. An affirmative finding 
would lead to Imposition of spe- 
cial duties. 

The Treasury has recently sig- 
nificantly tightened the adminis- 
tration of the anti- dumping law 
by refusing to drop a case if the 
exporting companies In the foreign 
country simply agree to raise 
their prices, as used to be the 
practice. 

With considerable discussion 
here and abroad of an Impending 
“trade war,” today's action may 
be regarded by some as the open- 
ing shots.

Kissinger Leads Campaign 
For Phase 2 of Safeguard 


By Stuart _H. Loory 


WASHINGTON, July 33.— The 
White HOuse Is mounting an in- 
tense campaign to win Republican 
support to the Senate for its Safe- 
guard anti-ballistic missile pro- 
gram. 

Henry A. Kiss inger, President 
Nixon's chief national security af- 
fairs adviser, is emerging as the 
principal spokesman in the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Kissinger met yesterday with 
a half dozen Republican senators 
to the White House to convtooe 
them of the soundness of the 
administration’s proposal. 

It was the second such meeting 
he has held to recent days and, 
according to one source, another 
may be held. 

The administration is asking 
Congress for authorization to begin 
phase two of the Safeguard system 
to protect Mtouteman ICBM bases 
against a heavy Russian nuclear 
missile attack and to protect the 
entire country against a small at- 
tack such as could be mounted by 
the Chinese to coming years. 

Debate on the proposal win begin 
Monday when the Senate takes up 
consideration of the $192 billion 
defense procurement bill, which in- 
cludes authorization for Safe- 
guard's phase two. 

The proposal will certainly not 



have easy going. lost year, the 
Senate app r oved phase one by a! 
single vote after a long and bitter 
debate. Some experts say ABM 
opponents have gained strength 
this year. 

-A harbinger of this added 
strength was the action earlier to 
the month by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee to proposing to 
delete funds for the anti-Chinese 
part of the system. 

That action could have convinced 
the White House to use Mr. Kissin- 
ger as a lobbyist. When he first 
joined the Nixon administration. 
Mr. Kissinger told associates he 
would avoid the role of advocate 
far policies and concentrate Instead 
on helping the President formulate 
them. 

He has since won renown as a 
strong persuader and has been 
used to brief lawmakers more and 
more lately. - 

The White House did not an- 
nounce the Kissinger briefings, 
which were made known to a re- 
porter by other sources. 

According to one source, the 
Kissinger sales talk has changed 
little from similar briefings last 
year except that he added the belief 
that construction of the system will 
not hurt progress of the strategic 
arms limitation talks with tne 
Soviet Union now under way to 
Vienna. 

Mr. Kissinger has also been 
lawmakers regularly on 
those negotiations. He was hold- 
ing the ' latest to this series of 
secret briefings today at the White 
House.

Oder-Neisse Border 
Is Central Concern 

WARSAW, July 23 (Reuters).— 
West German and Polish negotia- 
tors today got down to detailed 
discussion of the contents of a 
proposed treaty In which Bonn 
would recognize Poland's postwar 
frontier along the Oder and Neisse 
Rivers.

Scheel Officially Authorized 1 
To Negotiate Pact With Russia

BONN, July 23 (NYT).— West 
German Chancellor Willy Brandt’s 
cabinet has formally authorised 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel to 
travel to Moscow next week to 
negotiate a goodwill treaty. 

At the same time, the cabinet 
issued a declaration that the 
treaty could not take effect until 
a satisfactory regulation of the 
situation in and around Berlin'’ 
is attained. 

Reporting to the press after the 
cabinet session. Conrad Ahlers.tbe 
government spokesman, interpret- 
ed this as meaning that West Ger- 
many would not ratify the treaty 
draft until the Russians agree to 
improve the situation of West Ber- 
lin. which is located 110 miles in- 
side Communist Bast Germany. 

Boon thus served notice that it 

is expecting concrete steps easing 
East German restrictions and hft- 
rassments on West Berlin's land 
access routes to emerge from the 
series of four-power Berlin tana 
currently under way. 

As of toe sixth session of these 
talks, held Tuesday in West Ber- 
lin. the Russians had given absolu- 
tely no sign of willingness to make 
concessions on the Berlin issue. 

By declaring an interdependence 
between the success of the good- 
will treaty with Moscow and the 
success of the four-power Berlin 
talks, the Brand t-Sch eel govern- 
ment has Implied, in the view of 
some Bonn analysts, that West 
Germany is doing all the giving 
in the treaty project and can hope 
to g8in R ussian concessions only 
in regard to Berlin. 

However, the protocol of the pre- 
liminary agreement drawn up last 
May by West German State Sec- 
retary Egon Bahr and Soviet 
Foreign . Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko as the basis for treaty nego- 
tiation shows that the Soviet 
Union has already made substan- 
tial concessions to the West Ger- 
man point of view. 

Mr. Ahlers underscored this to- 
day. saying that Mr. Bahr had 
“succeeded™ in persuading the 


Russians to withdraw from their 
original demands that the Bonn- 
Moecow treaty call for inter- 
national recognition of East Ger- 
many as well as action against" 
West German "militarists’ - and "' 
"revanchists.™ 

The title of the proposed treaty 
Is “Renunciation of Force," with - 
appropriate clauses guaranteeing 
the inviolability of Central Eu- 
rope’s present frontiers, specifi- 
cally the borders between East " 
Germany and Poland and between 
East and West Germany. ‘ " -

Britain’s Conservative government bases 
He decision to resume the sale of anus to 
South Africa in defiance of the United 
Stations Security Connell on two grounds. 
The official one is that the arms are neces- 
sary to Implement the Simon stown Agree- 
ment of 1955, providing for British-South 
African cooperation In defense of sea lanes 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

The unstated reason Is that Britain seeks 
to protect its lucrative role as South Africa’s 
biggest trading partner and to get some of 
the arms orders that have meant half a 
billion dollars to France In recent years. In 
this effort Britain may be disappointed. 
After his recent visit to Paris. Prime Minis- 
ter Vorster praised France for extending the 
military assistance that now includes three 
high-performance submarines, the first of 
which will be turned over to the South 
African Navy this week. 

In any event, Britain will pay a heavy 
price if it resumes the sale to Sooth Africa's 
Increasingly oppressive white minority gov- 


Policy on Castro 


Fidel Castro's attacks on the Organization 
of American States are even more abusive 
than those of Communist China on the 
United Nations. In a Lenin centennial 
speech, Castro caned the OAS “that trash- 
can of an organization," and said Cuba 
would rejoin only on the day the OAS ousted 
the United States. Castro also swore that 
Cuba would never break its political or 
military ties with the Soviet Union and 
would continue to support genuine revolu- 
tionaries in the Americas — the two issues on 
which the OAS suspended Cuba in 1962. 

Castro’s offensive rhetoric should not, 
however, be allowed to deflect serious doubts 
about the effectiveness of the OAS attempt 
to Isolate and boycott Cuba for the last six 
years or about the wisdom of a renewed 
lobbying effort by the United States for the 
continuation of that policy. 

What Washington has done is to send to - 
OAS members the conclusions of a high- 
level study that both the expanded Soviet 
presence in Cuba and Castro's policy of 
fueling revolutions continue to threaten 
hemisphere security. The timing was hard- 
ly accidental The notes were sent at a 
moment of growing disillusionment with the 
OAS sanctions and of unilateral breaching 
of the boycott by some American govern- 
ments. 

There Is no evidence that the sanctions 


have forced Castro to curtail his adventures, 
The dramatic decline of guerrilla activity 
in Venezuela, for example, is probably due 
much more to President Caldera’s offer of 
amnesty than to the effect of sanctions In 
curtailing Castro's support for the rebels. 
Some specialists believe the OAS boycott 
actually suits Castro's needs at home and 
abroad. It provides him with an excuse 
for maintaining a police state in Cuba and 
enables him to blame his failures on the 
United States. 

The sanctions are becoming less and less 
effective. Mexico never adhered to the boy- 
cott; neither did Canada, which is not an 
OAS member. Chile has agreed to sell 
Cuba $11 million worth of foodstuffs. West- 
ern Europe’s trade with Cuba is increasing 
rapidly and non- Communist countries out- 
side the hemisphere have extended $200 
millions In credits. 

No one expects President Nixon to act 
unilaterally or do an about-face on an Issue 
that arouses great political passion. The 
United States should take care, however, not 
to get frozen into a policy of dubious worth 
that Is likely to command declining support 
from other American states. Just as the 
United States should not bar the United 
Nations door to Peking, it should not be this 
country (hat bars Cuba's return one day to 
the Inter-American family.

The Soviets and the Middle East 

Moscow’s primary interest in its support 
of the Arabs against Israel Is to reinforce 
and extend its presence on NATO's south- 
ern flank and along the link between the 
Black Sea and the Indian Ocean. Its grow- 
ing Influence there has been, made possible 
largely by the burgeoning Palestinian con- 
flict. And so the question arises time and 
again of whether Soviet peace efforts really 
constitute anything more than a supple- 
menting of military pressure by other means 
for the purposes of opening the Suez Canal 
and achieving a temporary success for Nas- 
ser and the Egyptians, whom the Kremlin 
is anxious to keep in the fold. 

Moscow’s latest acknowledgment of Israel’s 
right to exist need not give any comfort on 
this score, since the Jewish state is actually 
not an obstacle to the Russians’ alms. 

At any rate it is clear which power has 
been making Imperialistic advance in the 
Middle East In recent years. But, like 
previous similar documents, the latest com- 
munique issued at the close of Nasser's visit 
to Moscow presents a completely inverted 
view of this side of the picture— which is 
not a good sign.

The British government's decision to re- 
sume the sale of arms to South Africa has 
provoked bitter protests from all over the 
world. 

The white regimes of South Africa and 
Rhodesia and their apartheid policy have 
been condemned many a time by the United 
Nations and a resolution has also been 
passed by the Security Council calling on 
all countries In the world to stop the sale 


of arms or the means of manufacturing arms 
to South Africa. 

The British Conservative government’s

is therefore a flagrant violation of the UN 
resolution and a clear expression of support 
for apartheid.

The Athens Hijacking 

Seizure of an airliner by Arab guerrillas 
in 'Athens is something new in a rapidly 
spreading sphere of Illicit activity which is 
itself only of comparatively recent origin. 
Up to now most hijackings of aircraft have 
been to enable someone to get to a place 
where the plane would not' otherwise have 
flown. This latest exploit combined hi- 
jacking an aircraft with exploitation of 
hostages, merging in one act two crimes 
which have, separately, been getting more 
frequent, notably In Latin America. 

The Palestinian guerrillas - are a special 
case. They are at war, but they are not a 
state. The seizure at Athens was for them 
part of the war they are fighting against 
Israel— but where Is the state that can be 
punished or proceeded against In reprisal? 
It does not exist. 

A long-term solution can only arise as a 
by-product of an Arab-Israeli settlement, 
perhaps with the emergence of a Palestinian 
state as one of its results. There are nearly 
a million Palestinians in territories at present 
occupied by Israel and more than half a 
million in Jordan. 

. . .Of Immediate urgency is the need for 
ail concerned, governments and airline com- 
panies. to put more energy into devising 
methods to combat hijacking and sabotage 
of aircraft. They are being much too 
leisurely about their discussions.

]WEW YORK . — United States ln- 
^ fluence is being slowly squeezed 
out of three major areas, even if 
the process Is but barely and ten- 
tatively visible in one.

Southeast 
Asia. The American people, emo- 
tionally confused by foreign policy, 
would do well to ponder these 
trends.

Two Goals

l — Pacifying Russia's western bor- 
der and obtaining recognition of 
the *»vteMng status quo to free 
Soviet hands for the contest with 
China; 2 — Gradual diminution of 
American influence as Europe builds 
its own role, accommodates itself 
more and trades increasingly with 
the USER.

French soldiers are slowly putting 
down an armed insurrection against 
Chad's government. 

The rebellious Moslem tribesmen 
fighting against President Fran- 
cois Tombalbaye's largely Christian 
government have received little, n 
any, material aid from the rnili- 
tantly Arab neighboring countries 
of Libya and the Sudan, senior 
French officials here report. The 
French, who feel they can contain 
the rehellion as long as it is not 
fed from the outside, attribute this 
in part to French influence gained 
by selling Jets to Libya. 

"The Libyans know we are here, 
and that makes things a lot easier,” 
one French official noted recently. 

Other diplomatic sources view 
the internal' problems of the new 
revolutionary councils of Libya and 
the Sudan as the key factors In the 
"hands off” attitude of both coun- 
tries. But observers here generally 
agree that President Tambalbaye 
and his advisers have followed a 
skillful diplomatic course In keep- 
ing the Chad conflict out of the 
international arena, despite the 
potential explosiveness of the strong 
but discreet uwiw Chad has devel- 
oped with Israel. 

Decade Later 

Strategically located in the cen- 
ter of Africa, Chad is one of the 
poorest countries in the world. 
Trouble has been building since in- 
dependence in I960 because of 
ethnic friction among the coun- 
try's hundreds of tribes, the gov- 
ernment’s inability to establish any 
infrastructure, and widespread dis- 
content over unrealistic and often 
corrupt taxation. 

Until Tambalbaye asked the 
French to send in several thousand 
soldiers in 1968, desert tribesmen 
and angry villagers could attack 
government posts almost at will 
Political foes of Tombalbaye at- 
tempted to give the insurgency a 
national character by playing up 
alleged discrimination against 
Chad's 50 perceot Moslem popula- 
tion. .Officials here bad particular- 
ly feared that the strong Third 
World rhetoric voiced in Libya af- 
ter the overthrow of the friendly 
regime- of King Idriss might be 
translated into arms for northern 
rebels. . 

The new regime has unofficially 
suspended proposals by Idriss to 
provide land-locked Chad with bet- 
ter access to Libyan parts. But it 
has provided only a "little pocket 
money” far anti-Tomb&lbaye farces, 
according to well-placed sources. 

The Libyans reportedly toyed 
with. the idea- of, helping tbe.reb-, 
els. but abandoned it quickly.' 
"They could hot figure out who 
they wdte' supposeefto ' help, or 
how,” said one source who thinks 
the rebels are completely, unor- 
ganized and operate on an ad hoc 
basis.

OARIS. July 33.— Summer io- 
* evitably ushers in a three- 
month Memorial Day in the 
Parisian cinemas. 

The exhibitors, -believing that 
only the most ardent fans go 
to the movies in warn weather, 
hold all the better sew fil m s 
for release In the autumn. A few 
recent products, either too eso- 
teric or too lousy to be risked 
at any other time, may came 
to town, but in large measure 
the theaters are stocked with 
revivals and the successful 
leftovers from the spring. 

The present catalog of old 
films now on view in Paris pre- 
sents a capsule history of the 
screen-— at least since it began 
to talk. Many a favorite of 
the long-ago is back— though 
Mae West seems to be missing 
—and one may examine what 
is termed the mythology of the 
movies during the last lour 
decades. 

Marx Brothers 

The Marx Brothers are being 
represented by a series of their 
comedies. Including one, “The 
Coconuts," a celluloid version 
of their Broadway musical, that 
was made sa long ago as 1929. 
Their “Animal Crackers" and 
-Horse Feathers'* are also avail- 
able and W. C. Reids, whose 
popularity Is equally enduring, 
struts again hilariously in “It’s 
a Gift” and "Tilhe and Gus" 
with Alison Bk l p w ortfa as his 
companion. 

“It’s a Gift” is drawn from 
a Ziegfeld revue. “The Comic 
Supplonent,” which JP. Mc- 
Evoy wrote for the red-nosed, 
swaggering clown. Two or three 
of its sketches are among 
Fields’s most famous, “TQlie 
and Gus,” rarely seen of late, 
is from a Rupert Hughes story. 
Both retain their loud mirth. 

Walt Disney’s “Fantasia''— 
with Bach, Stravinski, Dvorak 
and Schubert illustrated with 
animated cartoons— is at the 
Royale- far a summer session 
and “West Side Story"— which 
enjoyed the longest initial run 
of any film ewer seen in Paris 
—is at the Arleqtdn and Para- 
mount-Elys6es in Its original 
version. The returned West- 
erns include “Johnny Guitar” 
□f Nicholas Ray and “The 
Magnificent Seven" of John 
Sturges. The returned musicals 


include the Busby Berkeley pro- 
ductions, **42d street" and “The 
Cold Diggers” of 1933. The un- 
derworld film of the past is rep- 
resented by “Brute Force” and 
“The Killers," both with Burt 
Lancaster, and the suspense 
melodrama by Hitchcock's 
"Under Capricorn” and the 
horror fantasy by “The Cat 
PeojUe.” 

Comedy as a rule tends to 
survive better than drama on 
the screen, but the outstanding 
success of this summer’s revival 
season is “Shanghai Express" 
with Marlene Dietrich. Is it the 
“campy" element that has won 
it a new public? One is inclined 
to reject the idea, for if such 
were the case the far more 
flamboyantly emotional vehicles 
of Joan Crawford and Bette 
Davis, curiously absent, would 
be trotted about Immediately. 

There a re. of course, absurd 
bits in “Shanghai Express." 
Consider the scene in which La 
Dietrich, as a befeathered China 
coaster, tells Clive Brook as an 
officer in his majesty’s service 
that if things were otherwise 
they might go to England, marry 
and raise a large family, a 
prospect that might serve as 
the blueprint for a very amus- 
ing farce. But this was not 
taken seriously in 1932 when 
the film was new any more 
than it is today. It was, one is 
certain, an ironic touch and a 
strain of sardonic humor runs 
through it alL 

The materials are those of 
melodrama, the story being an 
Oriental variation on - the 
“Tosca" theme composed by 1 
that able author of picturesque 
fiction, Harry Hervey. Von 
Sternberg has visited his dis- 
tinctive cinematic style on all 
aspects of the production. He 
sets the exotic scene impres- 
sionistically rather than realis- 
tically with superb pictorial 
finesse and brings a whole gal- 
lery of intriguing characters — 
Anna May Wong as the Peking 
prostitute, Gustav von Seyffer- 
titz as the German mer- 
chant, Warner Oland as the 
bandit chieftain, Emile Chau- 
tard as the French major and, 
of course, Dietrich and Brook 
as the principals— to recogniz- 
able life. It remains an excel- 
lent and entertaining film.

Psychic bids are rarely at- 
tempted In serious tournament 
play, but there were a few ex- 
amples In the recent world pair 
championship in Stockholm. 
The diagramed deal was per- 
haps the only case in which 
both pairs tried to steal from 
each other, and the result was 
distinctly comical. 

The East-West cards were 
held by a Spanish partnership, 
Antonia Conrada and Jaime 
Dezcaller. North and South 
were two German experts, 
Detlef von Gynz of Berlin and 
Dirk Schxoeder of Wiesbaden. 

After West had opened nor- 
mally with one diamond and 
North had overcalled two clubs, 
East tried a psychic bid of two 
hearts. His idea, no doubt, was 
to play a spade contract even- 
tually, having discouraged his 
opponents from leading hearts. 

South added to the confu- 
sion by bidding two spades. He 
had inferred, quite rightly, that 
the opponents held a fit in 
spades that they had not yet 
discovered and East could not 
resist the pleasure of defending 
against spades. 

West Innocently led the heart 
two. which he believed to be his 
partner's suit. 

South won the first trick with 
the heart Jack over East’s ten, 
and considered how he could 
collect a second trick. As the 
cards lay, he could obviously 
have cashed the heart ace lor 
a fine score. But, like West, he 
was under the influence of 
East’s psychic. 

It seemed likely that East had 
begun with five hearts and 
West with one. In that case, 
the heart ace would be ruffed, 
and the only hope was to make 


a club trick quickly. So South 
led a club to dummy's ace, and 
East took over. He drew the 
trumps and played diamonds. 
As West had shrewdly preserved 
all his diamonds, the hpOwisp 
made all the remaining tricks. 

East- West collected 700 points 
and nearly all the match 
points.

THE SECOND ARAB AWAKENING 
The Middle East 1914-70 
By Jon Kimche. Bolt , Rinehart & Winston. S$S pp, g 
Reviewed by Thomas Lask 


OTSTOBT. or at least the 
“ reading of history, can be 
a consolation. Jon Kim che's re- 
view of events in the Middle 
East from the end of World 
War I to the present puts the 
daily reports of bloodletting In 
that area into perspective. It 
puts a distance between these 
daily accounts and the reader. 

The intensity is lessened. The 
story on the front page that 
sounds so full of disaster (and 
may well be) is scaled down 
and takes its place in the un- 
happy history of that region. 

His book makes for grim 
reading. Yet because the book 
increases our understanding, its 
effect is buoyant, as if under- 
standing sets the spirit free. 

A British Journalist and edit- 
or of the magazine the New 
Middle East. Kimche deals 
with major Arab countries and 
the European powers with which 
they were— and are— enmeshed. 
The current troubles, he says, 
can be traced back directly to the 
settlements in the Middle East 
after World War i (though 
settlement scarcely seems to be 
the word), with the breakup of 
the Ottoman Empire. Britain 
especially saw itself as taking 
over the places where the Turks 
had once been. Britain argued 
that not only was its security 
involved but that these lands 
also needed masters and that it 
was naturally endowed to take 
on such a role. 

'T say without disparage- 
ment to America or anybody 
else,” Lord Curzon, a member 
of the British cabinet, wrote at 
that time, "If you want to see 
a backward country fairly gov- 
erned, on the whole we do It 
better than anyone else. My 
conviction is that the salvation 
of the dark places consists of 
having them under British 
rule." 

Britain of course would de- 
cide which were the backward 
countries and would govern 
whether they wished it or not. 

Yet Britain appeared to be 
masterful enough as it establish- 
ed Itself in Egypt, took over 
the mandates of Palestine and 
Iraq, and carved out part of 
the earlier Turkish empire to 
form Transjordan. It used 
money, the presence of its arm- 
ed forces and its political skin 
to maintain itself. But the 
tect is that the arrangements 
were certain at failure and its 
policy bankrupt The trouble 
was that it took 40 years for the 
shards to come tumbling down. 

In. his discussion, the author 
points out that what most peo- 
ple think was the lodestone of 
Egypt the Suez Canal, was not 
really the important thing it 
was rather Egypt itself, the 
center of a geographically 
strategic area that reached to 
Africa, to Russia, to Western 
Europe, to the Indian Ocean 
and points east. 

The entire chapter on Suez 
and Sinai centers, as It should, 
on Nasser, and Kimche analyzes 
shrewdly the Egyptian leader's 
version of Arab unity n-nrf 
cha n g i ng sods! and economic 
philosophy. His vision of unit- 
ing all the Moslems from Indo- 


nesia to the Atlantic ha 
heady grandeur. As an or® 
ed single force it would i 
political vehicle wcrth any, 
attention. Yet the in trait 
rivalries and squabbles t 
such a union a fantasy. 

He argues too that Ni 
never really wanted or bell 
in peace with Israel, and

The trees near the Rond Point 
were dislodged and stiffly replanted to make an underground 
parkinti. and the fiacres that parked outside the- Cafe du Rond 
Point are cone forever. 

There is now only one full-time horse and carriage left in 
Pari? ‘even New York has more* and it more often parks at 
the Tour Eiffel than at the F.ond Point. 

Old Days 


“In the old days people would have coffee at the Cafe du 
Rond Point and save the sugar for the horses and there were 
always lines of people waiting for rides. Now there is not lung," 
says Mine. Ketty. the last of the borne and carriage driver.-. 

Mme. Ketty is a trim and smiling lady with pink cheeks, 
golden Shirley Temple curls and the look or a kcwplc doll that 
has been left in the weather.

One Colleague 


Mine. Ketty ' s sole colleague is an elderly man with an elderly 
horse who comes out occasional Thursdays and Sundays. "For 
him it is more a distraction than an occupation.” she points 
out. She had a fair amount of trouble getting her license, and 
when .she retires no more fiacre licenses will be Issued. She 
is allowed to go anywhere in town and pays the same fee as

taxi* — about $20 quarterly— for the right to park at reserved 
stations. 

She and her husband and poodle live in the suburb of lUay- 
ies-Roses, the horses are stabled nearby (.while the donkeys and 
ponies of Paris's children's parks live in the 15th arrondissement, 
horses she says, can no longer be stabled in town;. One horse, 
Kiki, who is pushing 20, works only when he needs cheering up: 
Zizi. a brown Hnd white affable youngster of 10. is on permanent 
duty and is rery fond of ice cream canes. 

Mme. Ketty drives Zizi into town by van, picks up her 
carriage where it is parked, and trots off to work. To start working 
at the Eiffel Tower at 10 a.m.. she has to get up at 5:30. She 
scours the countryside for hard-to-find bits of harness which she 
then stitches together and next winter tshe stops work in late 
autumn i will go to Spain to seek special rubbers for her carriage 
wheels. Zizi has to be shod every two weeks; there Isn't a 
blacksmith wit hin 20 miles of Paris. 

‘Real Industry’ 


"It sounds stupid but doing this job is a real industry,” Mme. 
Ketty says. Feed for rhe horses is bought at several farms out- 
side Paris and a special machine crushes Kiki's oats to make 
them more digestible. He drinks water from the Rond Point 
fountains— “it’s very pure well water.” Mme. Ketty says. 

Hackney work isn't profitable, says Mine. Ketty. ‘ She gets 
30 francs f$5.40> a half hour. 60 francs an hour i80 francs at 
night' and is very good at working out itineraries: elderly 
Parisians, for example, go to the Bois and along the Left Bank 
quais. a route that is both romantic and well-shaded on hot days. 

Mme. Ketty purses her lips when asked about taxi drivers, 
but police are kindly at difficult crossings, and the delighted 
stares and cheers of pedestrians are encouraging. Occasionally 
an automobilist shakes his fist and reminds Mme. Ketty that 
this is 1970. but she remains serene. 

"Real Parisians are delighted to see a fiacre, they would 
never say anything" she says. "But Paris is now taken over 
by people from the country, and people from the country don't 
want to be reminded of the country."
